Marines name base in Afghanistan in 
honor of Morgan native Wm. Barber

(Editor’s Note: Col. William 
E. Barber was a Morgan County 
native, who maintained close ties 
with his home town and county 
until his passing in 2002 at the 
age of 82. His leadership of his 
company of Marines in the de- 
fense of a key mountain pass near 
the C ho sin Reservoir in North 
Korea in 1950 is renown in the 
illustrious history of the U.S. Ma- 
rine Corp.) 

CAMP BARBER, Afghani- 
stan, June 5 — The Marines 
serving in Operation Enduring 
Freedom in Afghanistan now 
have a place to call their own. 

On May 11, Task Force 2nd 
Battalion, 7th Marine Regiment, 
1st Marine Division dedicated its 
camp here as Camp Barber in 
honor of Col. William E. Barber, 
a Medal of Honor recipient who 
served with the 2nd Battalion 
during the Korean War. 

Task Force Commander Lt. 
Col. Richard Hall and Sgt. Maj. 
Matthew B. Brookshire presided 
over the dedication ceremony, 
which reflected the pride and 
ownership Marines are tradition- 
ally proud of displaying. 

“We’re proud of our heritage; 
we’re proud of being Marines,” 
said Brookshire, adding the camp 
was named after an outstanding 
and well-deserving Marine from 
the battalion’s heritage. 

Col. Barber was a captain 
when he earned the Congres- 
sional Medal of Honor — the 
nation’s highest military award 
for combat heroism. He led his 
company in a desperate five-day 
defense of a frozen mountain 
pass vital to the 1st Marine 
Division’s breakout to the sea, 
according to his award citation. 

He was wounded while fight- 
ing sub-zero temperatures 
against overwhelming odds. Yet, 
he refused evacuation and re- 
mained in command of his com- 
pany. 

His actions merited the Medal 
of Honor presented to him by

President Harry S. Truman dur- 
ing a ceremony held at the White 
House on August 20, 1952. Col. 
Barber died April 19, 2002. 

In his honor, the Marines un- 
veiled a marquee that dons the 
camp’s heroic name. It rests at the 
camp’s front entrance, which also 
features an American flag and a 
Marine Corps flag that are raised 
each morning at dawn and low- 
ered at dusk. 

“It’s one of those motivating 
things,” Brookshire said. “It 
adds the Marine flavor to the 
overall camp itself. . . we fly our 
flags high here as you can see.” 

Lt. Gen. Samuel T. Helland, 
commander of Marine Corps 
Forces Central Command 
(MARCENT) and commanding 
general of I Marine Expedition- 
ary Force, was the ceremony’s

County water 
dist. asks for 
rate increase 

To secure adequate revenue to 
meet its loan obligations for wa- 
ter line expansion, the Morgan 
County Water District has asked 
the Kentucky Public Service 
Commission for an increase in 
customer rates. 

If approved by the PSC, the 
rate change would mean a 96- 
cent increase in the minimum 
monthly rate for residential cus- 
tomers — from $19.65 to $20.41. 

Wholesale rates to other wa- 
ter districts — the City of 
Campton and the City of 
Frenchburg — would increase 2 
cents per thousand gallons. 

A complete schedule of the 
proposed rate changes is pub- 
lished elsewhere in this edition. 

Revenue generated by the in- 
creases would be used in conjunc- 
tion with USD A Rural Develop- 
ment grant and loan and an Ap- 
palachian Regional Commission 
grant and other monies to com- 
plete financing of the Phase 12 
Water Line Extension Project.

Be Careful With Fireworks 



Morgan County Emergency 
Management Office offers the 
following safety tips for using 
fireworks: 

• Choose an outside area away 
from buildings and clear of dry 
weeds, grass and other vegeta- 
tion. Keep a bucket of water 
nearby for emergencies and for 
pouring on fireworks that do not 
go off. 

• Never allow young children 
to use fireworks without close, 
sober adult supervision. Spar- 
klers, considered by many the 
ideal “safe” firework for the 
young, burn at very high tem- 
peratures and can easily ignite 



clothing. Do not allow any run- 
ning or horseplay with or near 
fireworks. 

• Never light fireworks while 
standing in a doorway or leaning 
out of an open window. 

• Do not approach or try to re- 
light fireworks that have failed to 
perform. 

• Douse and soak them with 
water and throw them away. 

• Place all fireworks on the 
ground before lighting the fuse. 
Never ignite fireworks in a con- 
tainer, especially a glass or metal 
container. 

• Never allow fireworks to 
come in contact with articles of 



clothing or any combustible or 
flammable liquid. Do not throw 
or kick lit fireworks. 

Do not use or supervise the 
use of fireworks while under the 
influence of alcohol or other in- 
toxicants. 

• Do not point fireworks at 
other people. 

“The safest way to enjoy fire- 
works this Fourth of July and to 
prevent fireworks-related injuries 
is to leave fireworks displays to 
the professionals.”

guest speaker. Also in attendance 
were Maj. Gen. Thomas D. 
Waldhauser, commanding gen- 
eral, 1st MarDiv, and Sgts. Maj. 
Dennis W. Reed, MARCENT/I 
MEF, and Randall Carter, 1st 
MarDiv, who traveled to Af- 
ghanistan with the MARCENT 
commander. 

Task Force 2/7 is the Marine 
Corps’ first battalion-sized unit to 
be assigned the mission of train- 
ing, mentoring and advising the 
Afghanistan National Police in 
support of Operation Enduring 
Freedom. 

“He was a commander, 

a leader of men in battle, 
a true hero” 

Col. William Barber’s passing 
in 2002 was noted as follows in 
a New York Times story by Dou- 
glas Martin: 

Col. William E. Barber, who 
won the Medal of Honor for his 
leadership of a vastly outnum- 
bered company under siege on a 
snowy hilltop at the Battle of the 
Chosin Reservoir in 1950, died 
on April 19 at his home in Irvine, 
Calif. He was 82. 

The cause was bone-marrow 
cancer, said Jerry Courtier, a 
friend who hopes to write Colo- 
nel Barber’s biography. 

The reservoir is south of the 
Yalu River, which separates 
North Korea from China. After 
the Americans had pushed the 
North Koreans almost to the 
Yalu, 150,000 Chinese troops un- 
expectedly crossed the river into 
North Korea. Colonel Barber’s 
unit, Company F of the Second 
Battalion of the Seventh Marines, 
First Marine Division, was on a 
hill that commanded the Toktong 
Pass, a vital gap between Yudam 
Ni and Hagaru Ri, two towns 
separated by 78 miles. 

The stakes were huge. If F 
Company yielded its position, 
8,000 marines at Yudam Ni 
would be cut off from the 3,000 
at Haguru Ri by tens of thousands 
of Chinese troops. 

Through five days and six 
nights in subzero weather and of- 
ten swirling snow, Colonel Bar- 
ber, then a captain, inspired his 
men, outnumbered more than 
five to one, to cling to their tenu- 
ous positions. He was shot in a 
bone near his groin on the sec- 
ond day but continued to make 
the rounds of the hill. He likened 
the wound to a bee sting. 

When the unit was ordered to 
withdraw and fight its way to 
safety, Captain Barber refused. 
Three times, the enemy broke 
through the line, only to be re- 
pulsed. 

4 ’I knew that we could prob- 
ably hold, and I knew that if we 
didn’t hold we could exact a very 
heavy toll,” he said in an inter- 
view in 1976 with The Eos An- 
geles Times. 

His citation for the nation’s 
top medal said that he com- 
manded his men from a stretcher. 
But Hector A. Cafferata Jr., who 
as a rifleman won the Medal of 
Honor in the same battle, insisted 
that Captain Barber refused the 
stretcher. 

‘’He walked the line, he kept 
us together,” said Mr. Cafferata, 
who was beside Captain Barber 
when he was shot. 

In the mayhem, the Chinese 
blew whistles, beat cymbals and 
tooted bugles as they repeatedly 
attacked. Coffee froze before 
men could drink it, and some of 
the wounded died because 
plasma froze with no way to thaw 
it. 

When the battle was over, 
more than 1,000 enemy soldiers 
were dead. Of Captain Barber’s 
original 240 men, 82 were able 
to walk away. 



Gen. Raymond G. Davis, who 
was a lieutenant colonel in the 
Marines, received a Medal of 
Honor for leading the unit that 
rescued F Company. 

William Earl Barber was born 
on Nov. 30, 1919, in Dehart, Ky. 
He attended what is now 
Morehead State University in 
Morehead, Ky., for two years and 
enlisted in the Marines, at the age 
of 21, in 1940. 

He was so good at shooting a 
rifle that he was made a weap- 
ons instructor. After volunteering 
for parachute training, he dem- 
onstrated such proficiency that he 
became a parachute instructor. 

In World War II, he was pro- 
moted to sergeant in 1942 and 
commissioned a second lieuten- 
ant in 1943. He was a rifle pla- 
toon commander at Camp 
Pendleton, Calif., when his unit 
was shipped to the Pacific. 

Colonel Barber was in the first 
wave to hit Iwo Jima, where he 
was wounded twice. He received 
the Silver Star for bravery in ad- 
dition to two Purple Hearts. At a 
ceremony on the 50th anniver- 
sary of the battle in 1995, he said: 

‘T am older now, as you are, 
but I can still see the colors of 
that February morning. The sky. 
The island. And sometimes I 
think I can hear the noise of 
battle.” 

He was treated in Japan for his 
wounds and returned to the 
United States, where he worked 
as a recruiter, among other posi- 
tions. He was promoted to cap- 
tain in 1949 and was in the force 
that occupied Japan. 

When he joined F Company 
in Korea, he saw a raggedy un- 
shaven bunch and immediately 
ordered the the troops to shave, 
shine their shoes and look like 
Marines. He suggested that his 
new charges resembled Pancho 
Villa’s bandits. 

‘’He was one tough guy,” Mr. 
Cafferata said. ‘’He was by the 
book.” 

Always modest, Colonel Bar- 
ber once said that in the confu- 
sion of combat five or six others 
usually deserved the Medal of 
Honor as much as the soldier to 
whom it was given. He also sug- 
gested that his unit had been 
helped by the less-than-inspired 
tactics by the Chinese, who al- 
ways attacked at the same time 
by exactly the same route. 

Colonel Barber went to Viet- 
nam as a psychological opera- 
tions officer and won the Fegion 
of Merit. After retiring from the 
Marines in 1970, he worked as a 
military analyst for the Northrop 
Corporation. 

Surviving are his wife of 60 
years, lone (Mrss. Barber died in 
2006; a son, John, of Seattle; a 
daughter, Sharon Waldo, also of 
Seattle; and three granddaugh- 
ters. 

Mr. Cafferata said Colonel 
Barber kept up with his men and 
‘’was proud we all turned out to 
be good, God-loving law-abiding 
people.” 

On Veterans Day, the colonel 
always had to choose among 
many invitations. 

’I go where I’m needed,” he 
said, ‘’wherever a group of Ma- 
rines is.” 

Following his death, the As- 
sociation of Former Intelligence 
Officers, some of whom had 
warned the U.S. high command 
of the impending Chinese surge 
across the border to join the war, 
issued a memoriam to Col. Bar- 
ber, which concluded: Colonel 
Barber was not an intelligence 
officer. He was, in a sense, a vic- 
tim of command disregard for 
intelligence. He was a com- 
mander, a leader of men in battle, 
a true hero.

Motion to dismiss 
charges against 
Elliott Co. Clerk 

SANDY HOOK — An attor- 
ney for Elliott County Clerk 
Reeda S. Ison has filed a motion 
last week seeking dismissal of 
the 19-count felony indictment 
that was returned against her last 
week. 

Atty. Ned Pillersdorf of 
Prestonsburg cited several rea- 
sons why the charges against his 
client should be thrown out. 
Among them: The Elliott County 
grand jury that indicted Ison did 
not have the jurisdiction to do so. 

Pillersdorf ’s motion contends 
that state law clearly establishes 
Franklin Circuit Court as the 
venue for pursuing charges 
against clerks who are accused 
of fiscal mismanagement, as is 
the case with Ison. 

Pillersdorf noted that similar 
allegations were brought against 
Ison in a 2002 criminal case in 
Elliott County, and Ison sought 
dismissal by asserting that the 
charges could only be brought in 
Franklin County. Following that 
motion, an agreed order was en- 
tered dismissing the charges 
without prejudice, he wrote. 

Pillersdorf also argued that 
Kentucky statutes dictate that it 
is the sole province of the attor- 
ney general’s office to enforce 
those laws. 

Pillersdorf further argued that 
the indictment against Ison is 
“fatally defective” because it 
doesn’t contain one element nec- 
essary for establishing a crime — 
namely, an allegation that Ison 
dealt with taxpayer money as her 
own. 

According to the motion, “In- 
stead of making this allegation, 
the grand jury inexplicably ac- 
cused the defendant of spending 
monies on her salary and office 
expenses, which ... is both law- 
ful and supported by specific 
statutes.” 

Ison was indicted June 9 on 
15 counts of abuse of public trust 
and four counts of theft by fail- 
ure to make required disposition. 
The charges all are Class D felo- 
nies.

Herman D. Nickell 




Herman Dan Nickell, of Ha- 
zel Green, Kentucky, beloved 
husband of Loretta Fallen 
Nickell, went to be with Jesus on 
Sunday morning, June 15, 2008, 
at 3:30 a.m., at the age of 89 years 
and 6 days. Herman was born in 
Breathitt County, Kentucky, on 
June 8, 1919, a son of the late 
Joseph Daniel and Nannie 
Taulbee Nickell. He was a retired 
General Contractor and minister 
of the Church of the Nazarene. 
He is survived by his loving wife, 
Loretta Nickell, of Hazel Green, 
Ky.; two sons, Donald Lee 
Nickell and wife, Carolyn, and 
David Lynn Nickell, of Hazel 
Green, Ky.; two daughters, Bar- 
bara Spencer and husband, Ed, of 
Campton, Ky., and Mildred War- 
ren, of Hazel Green, Ky. and 
Lakeland, Florida; 8 grandchil- 
dren and 6 great grandchildren. 
He also leaves behind a host of 
nieces, nephews and friends. 

In addition to his parents, 
Herman was preceded in death by 
four brothers, Hershel, Ralph, 
Hubert, and Bernice; six sisters, 
Bertha Ishmael, Dorothy Prater, 
Ruth Nickell, Ruey Nickell, 
Ruby Nickell, and Pauline Elam. 
Many have said that Herman was 
one of the smartest men they had 
ever known. He was a self-edu- 
cated, self-made individual. In his 
earlier years he was a coal miner 
but later moved to Dayton, Ohio 
and acquired the art of moving 
houses. In 1965 he said he was 
tired of the cold weather and told 
his wife to put a ‘For Sale’ in the 
front yard. God’s timing was 
right and the first person that 
looked at the house bought it. 
Herman had all his House-Mov- 
ing equipment loaded on train 
cars and shipped to Orlando, 
Florida. He resided there until 
1996 when he sold his lucrative 
business and retired back home 
in the beautiful hills of Kentucky. 
He always said this was the clos- 
est place to Heaven that he could 
imagine. 

After Herman’s retirement in 
1996, his favorite activity was 
working in the garden. He always 
raised more than he needed so he 
could share with all the neigh- 
bors. He enjoyed the simple 
things in life. In his many trav- 
els, the things that intrigued him 
the most were nature and how 
rock formations existed and the 
variety of foliage. He was always 
an avid fisherman and loved to 
eat them as well as catch them. 
He especially enjoyed deep-sea 
fishing in Florida. In Christmas 
of 2006, he went to Hawaii on a 
cruise and was mesmerized with 
the lava of the fire flowing down 
the mountain at night into the 
ocean. 

Herman used his skills to help 
build churches in Florida, Haiti, 
Mexico and the Dominican Re- 
public. Right after he moved to 
Florida he was instrumental in 
purchasing property and starting 
a church in Apopka, Florida, by 
moving a large building on the 
property. District Supt. Dr. J.V. 
Morsch said, ‘Herman was a 
shaker and a doer, a gentle leader 
whom people loved to follow. ’ He 
would start a church and the su- 
perintendent would appoint a 
pastor and Herman would go on 
to start another one. The church 
in Apopka today has a multi-mil- 
lion dollar complex and runs over 
1000 in Sunday School. 

Herman never had the privi- 
lege of attending college but val- 
ued an education above all else 
and worked hard to see that his 
children had opportunities that 
were never afforded to him. No 
job was too menial to see that his 
children were educated in private, 
Christian schools. He gave his 
heart to the Lord in 1944 and 
never looked back. His children 
were blessed with a godly father 
who led the family in family wor- 
ship and took them to church in- 
stead of sending them. On 
Saturday’s he would clean up his 
old coal truck and go to the little 
Amyx Church where he got 
saved and load two church pews 
in the back of his truck and fill 
them up with people for church 
on Sunday mornings. 

Herman and Loretta were 
married in 1938 in Breathitt 
County. Loretta’s father had fixed 
it so they could not marry in 
Wolfe or Morgan County, so they 
slipped off and went to Breathitt 
County and got married. They 
would have been married 70 
years on August 1 3th. 

Herman loved going to church 



and always had a smile and firm 
handshake for people. When 
asked how he was, he would re- 
ply, “I’m on my way to Heaven, 
but not anxious to get there.’ Al- 
ways in giving advice he would 
quote the scriptures, “Be still and 
Know that I am God, or “I will if 
you will”.

Purnell says he is impressed 
with early workouts, attitudes

It’s been a good two weeks for 
new Morgan County football 
coach Jake Purnell. He’s aver- 
aged between 15-20 players for 
the team’s initial summer work- 
out — an impressive number con- 
sidering the number of kids 
working, vacationing or involved 
in church activities. 

“I was very impressed with 
the turnout considering these 
kids are now on their third coach 
in three years,” said Purnell. “ I 
can completely understand if 
some have a hard time trusting 
me or think I’m going to leave 
after a year.

With good food, fellowship 
and an overflowing crowd, the 
155th Annual Benton Reunion 
was held June 7, 2008. The gath- 
ering at Caney First Church of 
God featured a tribute to the late 
Moses Walters (Sept. 10, 1899- 
Jan. 26, 1981), and was presented 
by the five children of Edwin and 
Hilda Lacy Benton. 

The presentation included re- 
cordings of songs sung by Moses, 
and a video from CBS that had 
been broadcast by Walter 
Cronkite on the evening news 
with Charles Kuralt interviewing 
him in 1969. 

Moses, who carried the mail 
for more than 60 years in 
Magoffin County, was best 
known as the last contract mail 
carrier on horseback in the east- 
ern United States. His popularity 
came from the fact that he deliv- 
ered mail by horseback in the 
1970s. While that was common 
in rural Kentucky until the 1940s, 
it was rare in the “modern” era of 
the 1970s. 

Moses was the son of Molly 
Benton and Brad Walters, and the 
grandson of John and Rebecca 
Lykins Benton. Mosey, as he was 
called by family and friends, was 
also rich in intelligence and

The youngest was Laci Hillman, 
3, and the person who traveled the 
farthest was Buford Chester, who 
traveled more than 1,100 miles 
from Texas. 

The evening closed with ev- 
eryone singing, “Is Not This The 
Land of Beulah,” Moses’s favor- 
ite song, led by Aaron York.

MAY BE A MEMBER OF THE CLASS. 

THIS IS NOT A NOTICE OF A LAWSUIT AGAINST YOU. 

TO ALL MEMBERS OF THE CLASS DEFINED AS FOLLOWS: 

I. "All present and future Kentuckians with mental retardation and/or related conditions who live with caretakers and who are eligible for, and have request- 
ed, but are not receiving Medical Assistance community residential and/or support services." 

Please Take Notice: 

II. A lawsuit in this Court involved claims, by the named Plaintiffs, that Defendants violated provisions of Title XIX of the Social Security Act by the 
manner in which they administered that portion of the Medicaid program concerning the provision of Intermediate Care Facility for persons with Mental 
Retardation (ICF/MR) services in community-based settings. The Court ruled that the case was to be maintained on behalf of the class defined above. The law- 
suit sought only prospective, injunctive relief ordering reforms in the manner in which the program is conducted. The Court, following a fairness hearing in March 
of 2006, ruled that the parties' settlement agreement was fair, adequate, and reasonable and it ordered the parties to abide by the settlement agreement. The 
Parties have now mutually reached an addendum to the settlement agreement, the terms of which are more fully described in § IV below. This case involves 
no money damages . There will be no individual awards of money damages to either the named Plaintiffs or to the class members. 

The purpose of this notice is to advise you of your possible membership in the class, your rights with respect to the lawsuit (including your right to 
exclude yourself, if you so desire) and including your rights with respect to a proposed addendum to the settlement agreement. 

Notice of Class Action 

III. Your rights may be affected by this lawsuit. 

Plaintiffs have alleged that Defendants violated the terms of Title XIX of the Social Security Act, in that they have not provided ICF/MR level serv- 
ices in the most integrated setting appropriate to the needs of Medicaid eligible individuals who meet the ICF/MR level of care criteria and have not delivered 
those benefits in a timely manner. Plaintiffs asked for injunctive relief requiring reforms in the program administration, as well as for attorneys’ fees and costs. 
Defendants deny these charges. The Court has not ruled on the merits of the charges or of Defendants’ denials and other defenses. 

You have a choice whether or not to remain a member of the class defined above. 

1 . If you want to be excluded from the class you must send a written request that includes the statement 
“I hereby request to be excluded from the class in the Michelle P., et al. vs. Miller, et al. litigation" to: Hon. William S.

(a) You will not share in any relief that may be afforded Plaintiffs;

(c) You may present any claims you have against Defendants by filing 
your own lawsuit. 

2. If you want to remain a member of this class you should NOT file a request for exclusion and are not 
required to do anything at this time. 

Notice of Proposed Addendum to Class Settlement 

IV. Subject to Court approval, Plaintiffs and Defendants have agreed on an addendum to the previously approved settlement agreement. Plaintiffs 
asked the Court to make Defendants comply with certain provisions of the settlement agreement. Mediation ensued and the Court ultimately ordered Defendants 
to begin providing certain waiver services to class members. Defendants have appealed. After lengthy negotiations, and with input from many sources, the par- 
ties have produced a proposed addendum to the settlement agreement that, among other things, provides: Defendants will submit an amended Michelle P. 
Waiver to the Center for Medicare and Medicaid Services (CMS); the Michelle P. Waiver will serve 3,000 class members in the first year and add an additional 
1 ,500 “slots” each year thereafter, until reaching 10,000 slots. 1 The Michelle P. waiver will continue until at least 2016; the weekly maximum for certain services 
is 40 hours; and to the extent permitted by law, Defendants obligations are considered reasonable and necessary costs to the state of Kentucky and are not 
dependent on designated appropriations by the Kentucky legislature. 2 

Certain actions by CMS, or the parties, will trigger a dispute resolution process. There is continuing jurisdiction in the Court for a period of time 
that ends only when the Michelle P. Waiver is renewed or July 1, 2011, whichever first occurs. All terms and conditions of the settlement agreement not specif- 
ically addressed in the addendum remain in full force and effect. Upon specific performance of the addendum, Defendants will have fully satisfied all obligations 
arising from the settlement agreement. 

Defendants do not admit any wrongdoing or liability on their part. The proposed settlement with them is a compromise of disputed claims and 
does not mean that they agree with any of the charges made by Plaintiffs. 

V. Plaintiffs will not be paid any attorney fees in this case. 

You will not have to pay any fees or costs in this case. 

VI. YOU DO NOT NEED TO DO ANYTHING TO BE PART OF THE SETTLEMENT CLASS. You will be a member of the settlement class unless 
you request to be excluded (“opt out”). As long as you do not submit a written request for exclusion described in Section III above, you will remain a member 
of the settlement class and will be bound by the settlement. 

VII. The references to the settlement agreement, the addendum, and the complaint contained in this notice are summary statements only and do not 
convey the considerable detail involved.

Written objections must include (a) proof of class membership; (b) the specific grounds for the objection, as well as any documents you may want the 
Court to consider and be presented to the Clerk’s address in section VII above on or before July 7, 2008, and also mail a copy of the objection to Plaintiffs' coun- 
sel at the address listed in section III above. 

IX. The Court has ordered that a hearing be held on July 14, 2008 at 2:00 p.m. in the United States District Court for the Eastern District of Kentucky, 
101 Barr Street, Lexington, Kentucky, to determine whether the Court should approve the proposed settlement. 

It is not necessary for you to appear at the hearing although you have a right to do so

USDA’s Natural Resources 
Conservation Service (NRCS) is 
accepting applications for the 
Wildlife Habitat Incentives Pro- 
gram (WHIP) signup. Landown- 
ers may apply for WHIP at any 
time however, applications re- 
ceived by June 27, 2008, will be 
evaluated and considered for the 
2008 program year. Applications 
received after that date will be 
held until the next evaluation pe- 
riod. 

WHIP provides land users an 
opportunity to improve wildlife 
habitat. The program provides fi- 
nancial incentives for installing 
eligible practices on land they 
own or control. The land user 
must devote at least 10 acres to 
eligible wildlife practices. 

In Kentucky, the primary fo- 
cus of WHIP is to improve early 
successional and forestland habi- 
tats for declining species and 
other wildlife. Restoring remnant 
praries, planting native grasses, 
shrubs, and trees, implementing 
wildlife beneficial forest stand 
improvements, and creating shal- 
low water areas are some of the 
eligible practices for the program. 
Excluding livestock from sensi- 
tive streams and woodlands is 
important focus under 
Kentucky’s 2008 WHIP. Since 
WHIP focuses on improvement to 
wildlife cover, food plots are not 
eligible under the program. 

WHIP applications are evalu- 
ated and ranked to determine 
which applications provide the 
most beneficial habitats.
